Dear Nieces and Nephews: 

Have you ever wondered why a 
Christian should read the Bible? 
Do you know why your mother 
and dad and your Sunday School 
teacher and your preacher always 
remind you that it is important 
to read the Bible? Well, this week 
I have a story for you which will 
help explain why YOU should 
read the Bible. 


The Dog Who Ate the Bible 


One day a little boy in Africa 
came to Dr. Moffat, the great 
missionary. The little boy had his 
big dog with him. He was filled 
with sorrow, because the dog had 
gotten hold of his Bible and eaten 
some of the pages. 

Dr. Moffat told the little boy 
that he would get him another 
Testament. The little boy was not 
comforted. Sorrowfully, he _ said, 
“But think of the dog!” 

Dr. Moffat laughed and said, 
“Your dog can crunch and eat 
an ox bone. He will not be hurt 
by some paper!” 

Then, the little African boy 
cried out, “Oh, Papa Moffat, I 
am not afraid that the dog will 
get sick. But I was once’ a bad 
boy. I had an enemy and I hated 
him. I wanted to kill him. Then, 
I got. the Bible in my heart, and 
I began to love everybody. I for- 
gave my enemies. And now my 
big hunting dog has got the Book 
in him, and he will begin to love 
the lions and tigers. He will let 
them help themselves to the sheep 
and oxen!’’*

Now you and I know that just 
eating some of the Bible would 
not make the big hunting dog love 
lions and tigers, but that little 
African boy did have the right 
idea. If you get the Bible in your 
heart, you will be changed. The 
Word of God in your heart will 
cleanse you and keep you from 
sin. Listen to what Psalm 119:11 
says: “Thy word have I hid in 
mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee.” The writer of this 
verse had learned the wonderful 
truth that the Word of God keeps 
a person from sin. 

Listen to the question: ‘“Where- 
withal shall a young man cleanse 


his way’—or “How can a young 


person make his life clean?” 
Psalm 119:9 answers, “By taking 
heed thereto according to thy 
word.” In other words, a Chris- 
tian boy or girl can live a clean 
life by paying careful attention to 
what the Word of God says. If 
you want to keep from sin, then 
hide the Word of God in your 
heart—read it, memorize parts of 


it, love it, follow what it says.| 


Sometimes the Bible is called 
“God's love letter.” Isn’t it fun 
when the postman comes and 
brings a letter for you? If you 
are like me, you are so glad and 
excited to hear from someone you 
love that you read it very careful- 
ly. My mother and dad are away 
from home very often, and so I 
have gotten many letters from 
them. I read each letter very care- 
fully. I want to be sure I under- 
stand everything ‘it says. Some- 
times my mother tells me what 
she has been doing and asks me 
to do something for her. Always 
she tells me she loves me. After 
I have finished the letter, I check 
to be sure I have done everything 
she asked me to do. It makes me 
glad to know that she loves me 
and is thinking of me. Usually I 
put the letter away and save it. 
The letter is important and sweet 
to me because I love the one who 
wrote it, 

So you see, the Bible is God’s 
love letter to us. In it He tells 
us how’much He loves us, and He 
also gives us some things to do. 
He tells us how to be saved, 
shows us how to live like His 
children. If you have come to 
know and love the Lord Jesus, the 
author of the Bible, then you 
ought to learn to love the Book 
He sent to us. 


How Should You Read 
the Bible? 

Let me give you some sugges- 
tions which may help you in read- 
ing the Bible. If you do not read 
the Bible every day, I hope that 
right now you will set out to read 
at least a chapter each day. 


1. Set aside a definite time each 
day to read the Bible. Choose a 
time when you will be fresh and 
when you won't be interrupted. 
The best time for you might be 


right before or after breakfast. | 


Set your alarm clock fifteen min- 
utes early. It may be hard at 
first, but it will be worth it. My 
dad has a very simple rule about 
reading the Bible. He says, ‘No 
Bible, no breakfast.” In other 
words, if you don’t have time to 
get your spiritual “breakfast,”’ 
then you don’t have time for your 
eggs and bacon or cereal and 
toast. The wonderful thing about 
reading the Bible early in the 
day is that it gives you a good 
start for the whole day. You will 
find promises which will be a help 
to you all day. 

By the time you are about nine 
years old, you will enjoy reading 
the Bible for yourself. If you are 
younger than that, it may be 
harder for you, Perhaps’ your 
mother or daddy would be willing 
to read one chapter with you at 
night before you go to bed. 

2. It is a good idea to read at 
least a chapter at a time. If you 
read just a verse or two here and 
there, you will miss out on many 
good things. And often you will 
understand more clearly what the 
Bible means if you read a whole 
chapter at a time. 

3. Try reading each chapter as 
it comes in the book. Instead of 
reading one chapter in John, then 
one in Genesis, then one in Psalms, 
read all the chapters straight 
through a whole book of the Bi- 
ble. For example, you might start 
your reading in John and read 
a chapter each day until you have 
finished John. That way you will 
know what the whole book is 
about and it will be easier to un- 
derstand. 

4. Pick out a verse that seems 
especially -helpful to you from 
each chapter. You might like to 
take a red pencil and neatly un- 
derline the verses you especially 
like. Sometimes it would be a 
good idea to learn one of those 
good verses. 

5. Get a piece of a paper and 
write down three main lessons 
that the chapter teaches. If the 
chapter tells a story, be able to 
tell the story in your own. words. 
I have enjoyed writing these 
things down in a little notebook. 
Then when you have finished read- 
ing the whole book, you will have 
notes on all the chapters. This 
will help you remember what you 
have read, 

6. Ask the Lord to help you 
understand His Word. Every time 
you sit down to read it, pray and 
ask Him to show you what it 
means. If there is something you 
don’t understand, read the verse 
over several times very carefully. 
If you still don’t understand some- 
thing, write your question down

Women Preachers 

A couple of years ago two of 
the largest American Protestant 
denominations, the Methodist and 
the Presbyterian, “voted over- 
whelmingly” to grant women “the 
full authority of ordained minis- 
ters” and thereby joined approxi- 
mately eighty other U. S. religious 
bodies who ordain or license wom- 
en for the ministry. The Presby- 
terians had twice before rejected 
proposal—in 1930 and 
again in 1947, 

Among the other larger bodies 
permitting women to serve as 
preachers are American Baptists, 
Unitarians, Universalists, Salva- 
tion Army and the Volunteers of 
America. The last official census, 
in 1950, showed 6,777 women min- 
isters in the United States, or 4.1 
per cent of the total number of 
clergymen. Since this was more 
than double the figure for the 
1940 census, it may be supposed 
that the 1960 census will show an- 
other tremendous jump.

““‘How do you obey the Gos- 
pel?’’ 


Dear Browne? 68 

On November 29th you wrote 
asking me some Bible questions 
which I am glad to answer the 
best I can. First, you ask: “Is 
the phrase to ‘obey the Gospel’ in 
the New Testament?” 

Yes, that phrase is in the New 
Testament in at least two places. 
The first one is:'in Romans 10:16 
which says: “But they have not 
all obeyed the gospel. For Esaias 
saith, Lord, who hath believed our 
report?” The other. time I call to 
mind that the New ‘Testament 
uses the term ‘obey the Gospel’ 
is in IL Thessalonians 1:8, telling 
us that Christ will return from 


! 


Heaven “in flaming fire taking 
vengeance on them that Know not 
God, and that obey not the gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Second, you asked: “If so, how 
do we obey it (the Gospel)?” 

The way we obey the Gospel is 
indicated in the very verse given, 
Romans 10:16: “But they have not 
all obeyed the gospel. For Esaias 
saith, Lord, who hath believed our 
report?” 

That verse clearly shows that 
to obey the Gospel means to be- 
lieve. And in the same chapter, 
the tenth of Romans, verses nine 
and ten expressly say: 

“That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus and 
shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead,. thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto 
salvation.” 

Faith in Christ saves, and that 
faith is measured in the sight of 
men by a confession of Christ as 
Saviour. That is not just to be- 
lieve that there is a Saviour, but 
to trust Him and in the heart 
depend upon Him or claim Him 
as Saviour and Lord. For verse 
ten says, “For with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness,” that 
is, to obtain the righteousness of 
God, mentioned in verse three and 
four of the same chapter, And

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then with the mouth one confes- 
ses this salvation. 

In the other passage mentioned, 
II Thessalonians 1:8, to obey the 
Gospel means to obey God's com- 
mand to trust His Son for salva- 
tion. For just below the verse 
quoted, verse ten says, ‘When He 
shall come to be glorified in His 
saints, and to be admired in all 


them that believe (because our 
testimony among you was_ be- 
lieved) in that day.” So you see 


to obey the Gospel is to trust in 
Jesus Christ for salvation. I think 
this will be made clear to you 
also by John 6:28, 29. There peo- 
ple asked Jesus the question, 
“What shall we do, that we might 
work the works of God?” Certainly 
they meant what ought they to 
do to obey the Gospel. The answer 
Jesus gives them is this, “This 
is the work of God, that ye be- 
lieve on him whom he hath sent.” 
Be sure to read carefully for your- 
self John 6:28, 29. 

Then you asked, “If not, what 
do we have to do to be saved?’’ 
Evidently the phrase ‘obey the 
Gospel’ is just the same kind of 
teaching found many, many times 
throughout the Bible, Old Testa- 
ment saints understood what it 
took to be saved because Acts 10: 
43 says: “To him give all the 
prophets witness, that through his 
name whosoever believeth in him 
Shall receive remission of sins.”’ 
Notice that every prophet in the 
Old Testament agreed on _ this, 
that those who would believe in 
Christ would receive remission of 
sins. And in the New Testament, 
John: 1:12: John 37:16, 18. 36: 
John 5:24; John 6:47; Acts 13338, 
39; Acts’ 16:31, and many other 
passages show that when one 
trusts in Jesus Christ or depends 
upon Him personally to forgive 
and save, that he has obeyed the 
Gospel and that he is saved and 
has everlasting life. 


You asked also, “‘Is bap- 
tism essential to salvation?”’ 


I answer that according to the 
Bible, it certainly is not essential 
to salvation. Baptism is important, 
just as every other duty is im- 
portant. We should all be careful 
to maintain good works (Titus 3: 
8, 14). But people are not saved 
by works, ‘Not by works of right- 
eousness which. we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved 
us, by the washing of regenera- 
tion, and renewing of the Holy 
Ghost” (Titus 3:5). And again, 
“For by grace are ye_ saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 

Many verses tell the plan of 
salvation and promise everlasting 
life, not mentioning baptism. Note 
particularly John 3:16, John 3:18, 
John 3:36, John 5:24, Acts 16:31. 
If one is saved as soon as he be- 
lieves, the baptism comes after 
he is saved. Baptism certainly is 
not essential to salvation. 

We have a Bible record of a 
number of people who were saved 
without being baptized. One is the 
thief on the cross whose case is 
described in Luke 23:39-43. The 
other is the woman that the Bi- 
ble said was a sinner and whom 
Jesus forgave and said, “Thy sins 
are forgiven,” and again, “Thy 
faith hath saved thee; go in 
peace” (Luke 7:36-50, particular- 
ly verses 48 and 50). Note that 
the woman who was. publicly 
recognized as a wicked sinner 
went home already forgiven be- 
fore she was baptized. Another 
case is that mentioned by Jesus 
in Luke 18:14, the poor publican 
who went down to his house al- 
ready justified, before he was 
baptized, when he came and asked 
for mercy and trusted God for it. 
These, if we take the Bible at face 
value, were all saved before be- 
ing baptized. And of course no 
Honest Bible student would add to 
the Scriptures that which it does 
not say. 


What Does ‘‘Baptized into 
Christ’? Mean? 


Again you asked, “If baptism is 
not essential to salvation, can we 
be saved out of Christ? If yes, 
how? If not, how do we get into 
Christ?” 

That question is very familiar 
to those whe have often heard 
“Church of Christ’ preachers in 
the South, the most legalistic fol- 
lowers of Alexander Campbell. I 
have no doubt you have in mind 
Galatians 3:27 which says, “For 
as many of you as have been bap- 


tized into Christ have put on| 
Christ.” That is a good Scripture | 
and the question is an honest and | 
sincere one, and I hope to answer | 
it from the Bible in a way that 
will be helpful. Romans 6:3 also_ 
says, “So many of us as were bap- | 
tized into Jesus Christ were bap- | 
tized into his death.” | 

Now the question you have in| 
mind, I suppose, is this: “Does | 
one get into Christ and therefore | 
get salvation by baptism?” The | 
answer is that only in a figurative | 
way could we say that baptism 
puts one into Christ. The follow- 
ing verses, after Romans 6:3, tell 
us that those who are baptized 
have “been planted together in 
the likeness of his death’ and 
that they “shall be also in the 
likeness of his resurrection” 
(Rom. 6:5). It is clear that bap- 
tism is a likeness or figure of the 
death and resurrection of Christ. 


It. will help you to see the mean- 
ing to say that the term “into 
Christ” could be translated “unto 
Christ.” In fact, the marginal 
reading in my Bible says, unto 
instead of into. One may be bap- 
tized unto Christ. The word trans- 
lated in in this passage, Romans 
6:3 and Galatians 3:27, is the lit- 
tle Greek work eis. That word is 
translated a number of Ways in 
the New Testament: against, 
among, at, for, in, into, that, on, 
to, toward, unto, wpon, etc. So it 
would be just as accurate a trans- 
lation tc say one is “baptized at 
Christ” or ‘baptized for Christ” 
or “baptized in Christ” or “bap- 
tized toward Christ” or “baptized 
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unto Christ.’ Certainly that Scrip- 
ture does not mean that one gets 
into Christ by being baptized. 


One other illustration from the 
Scripture itself will show the 
meaning here. In I Corinthians 
10:2, the Scripture says of the 
Israelites who passed through the 
Red Sea, surrounded by the wat- 
ers on each side and the cloud 
above them, that they “were all 
baptized unto Moses in the cloud 
and in the sea’ (I Cor. 10:2). 
Here the term “baptized unto 
Moses” is exactly the same as the 
term “baptized into Christ” in Ga- 
latians 3:27 and in Romans 6:3, 
the only difference being in the 
names Moses and Christ. The 
word unto in I Corinthians 10:2 
is the same Greek word eis. Now 
if when the Israelites were cov- 
ered, surrounded, or baptized as 
they walked through that narrow 
path in the Red Sea, covered by 
the cloud—if these Israelites then 
literally came into Moses, then 
baptism could put a sinner into 
Christ. The Israelites were bap- 
tized eis Moses, and we are com- 
manded to be baptized eis Christ. 
Of course, Israel did not get into 
Moses. Moses could not carry 
them all inside himself. So bap- 
tized unto Moses did not mean 
that they all got inside Moses. 
(Don't forget the same word eis 
can be translated into or unto as 
Well as other ways.)

To have kept the dead with 
the living would have been unkind 
to the living and would have done 
the dead no good. 

Thus every cemetery is an argu- 
ment for Hell. The spiritually 
dead soul is like a dead body in 


that it is in the state of moral 


putrefaction and carries with it 
the deadly disease of sin. If it 
refuses to receive life, it must of 
necessity be placed apart with its 
spiritually dead companions. 


Hell, a Place of Vile 
Companionship 

You say, “What kind of place 
is Hell?” Hell is a place of ever- 
lasting fire. Someone asked me 
the question, “Do you believe that 
the fire in Hell is literal?” I said, 
“Yes, I believe it is. Jesus said so; 
the Bible declares that the smoke 
of their torment shall ascend up 
forever and forever” (Rev. 14:11). 
Hell is a place. Jesus said so and 
I will believe Him before any man, 
no matter how high he may rate 
in the world. 


Hell is a place of vile com- 
panionships. All the wicked of all 
ages will be there. Hell will be 
filled with drunkards, prostitutes, 
gamblers, thieves, whoremongers. 
But there will also be many peo- 
ple there whom the world called 
respectable, Church members who 
made a profession: but were not 
born again; preachers who deny 
the fundamentals of the faith; 
men who have been elected to 
some office but who have used it 
for gain, not.caring about the 
will of the people—all will be in 
Hell. 

Society women who dance until 
the wee hours of the morning, but 
have no time for the. Sunday 
School, who car lose large sums 
of money at a card party*but will 
not give a dime to the cause of 
Christ—-they will all land in Hell. 
Men who rank high in the lodge, 
who think nothing of being absent 
from the church but think they 
have committed a crime if they 
are absent from a lodge meeting— 
they are going to be there. The 
so-called respectable people who 
go to the dog track and throw 
away their money, then say, “I 
see nothing wrong with this’— 
they are all bound for the same 
place. 


The saloonkeeper, he who sells 
the booze that causes men to 
lose their reason and kill, who 
causes men to rape little chil- 
dren, who causes girls to lose 
their virture, who makes crimi- 
nals out of boys and fills our 
prisons—these, together with the 
newspaper editor who upholds the

Oh! We Will Be Guilty If We 
Do Not Warn People 

My time is about gone, but be- 
fore I close, may I tell you this 
story that I heard years ago— 
and I never tell it without think- 
ing of the words of the old Proph- 
et Ezekiel, “Son of man, I have 
made thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israel: therefore hear 
the. word of my mouth, and give 
them warning from me, When I 
say unto the wicked, Thou shalt 
surely die; and thou givest him 
not warning, nor speakest to warn 
the wicked from his wicked way, 
to save his life; the same wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity; but 
his blood will I require at thine 
hand. Yet if thou warn the wick- 
ed, and he turn not from his 
wickedness, nor from his wicked 
way, he shall die in his iniquity; 
but thou hast delivered thy soul 
(Ezek. 3:17-19). : 

A railroad conductor rose in 
a meeting and said, “More than 
thirty years ago,.I was conductor 
on a freight train going up into 
Arkansas, Late in the afternoon 
we came to a little way-station; 
I received my orders which gave 
me a clear track to the next sta- 
tion, eighteen miles away.

ing, ‘Sir, you were in charge of 
one of these trains. We demand 
to know if you are responsible for 
the death and the crippling of 
these people?’ I saw desperation 
in their faces. I took out of my 
jumper pocket, a little piece of 
paper, I said, ‘Gentlemen, here 
are my orders, I obeyed them.’ 
Sometimes at night,” continued 
the conductor, “I see that scene 
all over again. I hear the screams 
and the groans of the dying, I 
cannot sleep. I get up and go 
across the hall to the living room 
where I switch on the light. Over 
the mantle in a frame is a little 
piece of paper, faded with age. I 
would not part with it for any 
price, I stand before it and bow 
my head:and say, “Thank God, I 
was not responsible for the wreck! 
Here are my orders.’ This seems 
to give peace to my troubled 
heart and I go back and lie down 
to sleep.” 

This morning as I have been 
preaching to you about that aw- 
ful’ place called Hell, I have been 
thinking of that great judgment 
day in which Jesus said there 
would be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth and in which some would 
hear, ‘‘Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlastmg punishment,” and 
in that day I want to be able to 
say, “Thank God, I am not to 
blame, I heard the warning and 
did all that I could to save men 
from Hell.”

Roddy Denounces 
Bible-Believers

evangelicals are often well-trained 
scholars who in consequence of their 
learning have shed much of the fear 
implicit to fundamentalism. hence 
they constitute a bridgehead to 
which contacts may be made. Yet 
buiiding the bridge will not be easy. 
These men are involved in a dilemma. 
They must wear the old garments of 
fundamentalism while changing the 
man within. For economic and political 
reasons they are reluctant to appear as 
friends of the enemy, even though 
privately they recognize the enemy as 
part of the Christian community. They 
live with a double standard. Many of 
them, although they agree that the 
fundamentalist-modernist battle is over, 
seem not to realize that they have 
already destroyed fundamentalism's 
rcison ad etre. Therefore, they must 
be approached with wisdom, under- 
standing and love. Churchmen who 
approach them in this spirit will dis- 
cover emong them a vast conspiracy of 
silence covering an equally vast re- 
orientation of sentiments. And here 
lies the hope for reconciliation. Yet 
like all men, these ‘neo-evangelicals’ 
must be granted two rights: they must 
be given grounds on which they can 
trust ecumenical Christians; and they 
must be offered reconciliation in such 
a way so as not to abridge their human 
dignity. Enlightened leaders of the 
main stream of Christianity can do 
much to provide these pilgrims a 
new home.’ 


Mr. Roddy raises several ques- 
tions in the minds of Conservative 
Japtists by this article. First, 
since he was so closely associated 
with Dr. Grounds who is consid- 
ered a leader among the new 
evangelicalists, would he be one 
Mr. Roddy had in mind here? 
What can be said about the char- 
acter of such spiritual leaders who 
‘live with a double standard’? 
Why should ethies of the funda- 
mentalists be questioned by a lib- 
eral who was drawing fundamen- 
talist dollars for his salary? What 
other faculty members of this, 
seminary might be wearing “the 
old garments of fundamenta%ism 
while changing the man Ww thin’? 
How long should Conservative 
Baptists tolerate this admittedly 
deceptive type of lk¢adership that 
“recognizes the enemy as part of 
the Christian community’? How 
could a professor in an anti-in- 
clusivistie seminary, as Denver 
professes to be, drift to the liberal 
Msition?

|dy says that these “new evangel- 
| icals,” with whom he himself was 
| formerly actively aligned, appear 
'to be Bible-believers outwardly 
while inwardly they are not. That 
reminds us of the language of Je- 
sus about false prophets who wear 
sheep’s clothing but inwardly are 
ravening wolves. And Roddy says 
the reason for this deceit, pretend- 
ing to be Bible-believers while 
they really are changing over to 
modernism, is “for economic and 
political reasons.” That is, these 
men do not want to lose their 
jobs and their salaries, nor their 
influence among Christians. Rod- 
dy says that privately they regard 
modernists as good Christians, but 
they do not say so openly. 
Roddy says that among these 
“new evangelicals’ there is “a 
vast conspiracy of silence cover- 
ing an equally vast reorientation 
of sentiments.” In other words, he 
says that among these “new evan- 
gelicals” there is going on a tre- 
mendous or ‘vast’ reorientation 
of sentiment. They are changing, 
in other words, from Bible-believ- 
ers to unbelievers, from funda- 


mentalists to modernists. Roddy 
says that ‘new evangelicals” are 
turning toward modernism, from 
fundamentalism, though they still

In other words, Roddy says, and 
The Christian Century publishes it 
as if it were accepted and demon- 
strable truth, that the ‘‘new evan- 
gelicals’” are on the way to be- 
coming modernists. 


Does Sherman Roddy really 
know the men about whom he 
writes? Does he properly repre- 
sent their viewpoint? Is it true 
about Drs. Ockenga, Carl Henry, 
Billy Graham, Robert Walker, 
and certain leaders at Wheaton 
College, Denver Theological Sem- 
inary, and Fuller Seminary, and 
is it true that these men really 
have a far greater turn to unbe- 
lief than they say? Is it true that 
“for economical and political rea- 
sons’ they do not admit that they 
really agree with the modernists 
and count the modernists good 
Christians, and so they deceive 
others and still pretend to be. Bi- 
ble-believers ? 

I do not think it is universally 
true of all these brethren. I fear 
that it is true of some of them in 
some degree. 

In the first place, the fall of 
Chuck Templeton proves that one 
cannot go halfway to modernism, 
and still be a Bible-believing 
Christian. Chuck Templeton went 
to Princeton Seminary, following 
the “new evangelical’ viewpoint 
of co-operating with modernists. 
He lost his faith, and after some 
years quit the ministry and now 
writes plays for television. His 
wife has divorced him. His minis- 
try ruined and forsaken and his 
home broken, Chuck Templeton is 
an evidence of. what happens to 
“new evangeélicals” when it runs 
the normal course. 

Sherman Roddy had a good Bi- 
ble-believing family as far as we 
know. He was sent to Wheaton 
College, which was then regarded 
as a stronghold of orthodoxy. But 
he went into the “new evangel- 
ical” movement. It has proven his 
ruin. He is an out-andtout unbe- 
liever in the God of the Bible and 
the Bible of Christianity, and says 
so. At least Sherman Roddy is 
an example. And he says that he 
is only a typical example and that 
others are going the same Way in 
the “new evangelical’ movement. 


Chuck Templeton and Sher- 
man Roddy Show How Com- 
promise Leads te Unbelief 
and Ruin of Faith 

I trust that many will not go as 
far as. Roddy. I fear that some 


will. At any rate, there is no way. 


to slide. halfway: to Hell and be 
sure that you don’t go all the 
way to Hell. There is no way for 
a man to become a regular social 
drinker and guarantee he will not 
become a drunkard. There is no 
way for a young woman to give 
herself to the arms of many men 
and temptations of too intimate 
petting and dancing and lewd talk 
Without going all the way into 
harlotry. There is no way for a 
Bible-believer to compromise half- 
way with those who are against 
the Bible, and come out without 
having his own faith tempted and 
his influence seriously damaged, 
if not ruined. 

Running with bad company is 
an old, old business, and it has 
been proven a million times that 
you cannot beat the game. Solo- 
mon married heathen wives and 
this wisest man who ever lived 
ended up worshipping idols. 

Lot is called in the Bible “that 
righteous man.” He had a “right- 
eous soul.” He is called “godly” 
(II Pet. 2:7, 8). Yet Lot s‘pitched 
his tent towards Sodom,” and he 
was not strong enough to stop this 
side of Sodom. He moved into 
Sodom and his family perished in 
the ruin of that wicked city. He 
lost his property, his family, and 
his honor, and ended up guilty of 
drunken incest. ‘ 

Simon Peter loved the Lord, 
was willing to die for Him, he 
said, and I believe it. But Simon 
Peter followed Jesus “afar off.” 
He stopped to warm himself by 
the fire of the soldiers who would 
soon crucify Jesus. His courage 
ebbed away and Peter was deny- 
ing the Saviour, then cursing and 
swearing that he never knew 
Him! 

It is an old, old rule of the 
Bible that those who “walk in the 
counsel of the ungodly,” tend to 
“stand in the way of sinners” and 
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then eventually, sadly, “to sit in 
the seat of the scornful’ (Ps. 1:1). 


The “new evangelicals” are not 
all modernists. At least not yet. 
Chuck Templeton turned to mod- 
ernism, repudiation of the Bible, 
and so to divorce and to leaving 
the ministry. Now Sherman Rod- 
dy has turned to outright unke- 


lief in the Bible and sneers at 
Bible-believers as  “pharisaical 


prigs” with a “sadistic God.” But 
one who takes the position of the 
“new evangelicals” has started to- 
wards modernism. Some have al- 
ready gone to the sad, tragic, 
disastrous end of that road of 
friendliness toward sin, of part- 
nership with unbelief. 


In that notorious Christian Cen- 
tury article, in the magazine 
Which has for many years been 
the mouthpiece for unbelief and 
opposition to Bible Christianity, 
Sherman Roddy says, ‘““The Amer- 
ican Protestant community can- 
not afford the attrition of another 
fundamentalist-modernist war.” 
That sounds just like Dr. Carl 
Henry's series of articles’ in 
Christianity Today on “Shall We 
Renew the Fundamentalist-Mod- 
ernist Controversy?” Both the in- 


fidel Sherman Roddy and_ his 
“new evangelical’ buddy, Dr. 


Henry, do not want fundamental- 
ists to attack modernism. 

We hope that Dr. Henry will 
answer the question raised by 
Sherman Roddy’s article. He is in- 
volved and his group is on the 
road which led Sherman Roddy 
to ruin. 


Who Will Answer to God fer 
Sherman Roddy’s Wreckage 
of Faith? 

If I had been Sherman Roddy’s 
teacher in matters of religion, I 
would tremble at the thought of 
facing Jesus over his ruin. If I 
had joined with him in an organi- 


zation of young self-styled ‘“‘in- 
tellectuals” to attack fundamen- 


talism, as many others have done, 
I should certainly fear the scorn 
and rebuke in the face of the 
Saviour. 

Will Wheaton College repudiate 


its graduate, Sherman Roddy? 
Will Denver Seminary, where he 


taught five years, repudiate him? 
Will Dr. Vernon Grounds, who 
brought him to the Seminary and 
who has led in sneering at funda- 
mentalists and promoting “new 
evangelicalism” answer the chareg- 
es Sherman Roddy makes against 
the “new evangelicals’? 

Will fuller Seminary, where Dr. 
Ockenga himself boasts that he 
founded the evangelical move- 
ment, and whose president, Dr. 
Carnell, was recently announced 
to speak at Chicago on “Who Are 
‘New Evangelicals’?” and 
where Dr. Graham has joined the 
board of trustees, plainly state its 
position? Is the Seminary going 
on down the road of “new evan- 
gelicalism’’ which has led Chuck 
Tempieton and Sherman Roddy to 
wreckage of faith and ruin? 

[s it true that the “new evan- 
gelicals’” maintain a vast area of 
Silence in doctrine because of a 
vast area of unbelief, as Sher- 
man Roddy charges these, his 
long-time associates? Is it true 
that ‘for economic and _ political 
reasons,” to save their jobs and 
nosition and influence, these 
‘new evangelicals’ keep silence 
about their actual friendship for 
modernism and modernists and 
their. real convictions? Sherman 
Roddy is the product and the 
problem of the “new evangeli- 
cals.” 

The breakdown of a man’s faith 
is a heartbreaking matter. I am 
sad over the ruin of Sherman Rod- 
dy. Thank God, we old-time fun- 
damentalists, still standing out- 
and-out for the verbal inspiration 
of the Bible, the deity, virgin 
birth, blood atonement, and bodily 
resurrection of Christ, do not have 
to account for Sherman Roddy’s 
ruin. We did not want him to 
run with modernists. We did not 
want him to go to modernistic 
schools. We did not teach him to 
sneer at fundamentalists as “‘phar- 
isaical prigs.”” We did not teach 
him that the God of the Bible is 
a “sadistic God.” 

But somebody will have to an- 
swer to God for the ruin of a 
brilliant young mind, and the 
wreckage of the faith of a young 
man brought up in parsonage and 
sent to Christian schools who ends 
up in utter unbelief. 

Who will give an account to 
God for Sherman Roddy?

people are not literally baptized 
into Christ, but rather they are 
baptized with reference to Christ, 
or publicly showing the death of 
Christ and His resurrection. In 
Bible language they are “planted 
together in the likeness of his 
death” and they are raised “in the 
likeness of his resurrection” (Rom. 
6:5). Baptism does not save any- 
one. It is only a likeness, a figure, 
a public profession of the salva- 
tion one gets by trusting Christ. 

Your letter asks then the final 
question, “How do we get into 
Christ?” 

That is not the Bible way of 
describing we who are saved. In- 
stead of talking about Christians 
being in Christ, the Bible teaches 
that Christ is in us. Colossians 1: 
27 says: “Christ in you, the hope 
of glory.” John 1:12 and Revela- 
tion 3:20 tell us that we are to 
receive Christ into ourselves, and 
then many, many Scriptures tell 
us that our bodies are the temples 
of the Holy Spirit (I Cor. 3:16, 
17; I Cor. 6:19, 20). Romans 8:10 
says, “And if Christ be in you, 
the body is dead because of sin.” 
And II Corinthians 6:16, “As God 
hath said, I will dwell in them, 
and walk in them.” Certainly the 
usual Bible language speaks of 
Christ being in us, and that pic- 
tures Salvation. It is not the 
usual Bible language to talk about 
us getting into Christ. 

But if you wish to speak of the 
term “into Christ” as used in 
Romans 6:3 and in Galatians 3:27, 
then using the same Greek word 
eis, the Bible tells us exactly how 
to get into Christ. The word i in 
John 3:15, 16 is again the same 
little Greek word eis. So that ii 
you wish to translate it like it is 
translated in Galatians 3:27 ana 
Romans 6:3, we could read those 
verses, “That whosoever believeth 
into him, should not perish but 
have eternal life. For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth into him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” And 
now here is a remarkable fact. 
Everywhere the Bible speaks of 
believing iz Christ or believing oi 
Christ in John 1:12, John 3:18, 
John 3:36. John 6:40, John 6:47, 
and John 6:29, it is the same littie 
Greek word eis which is some- 
times translated into. So the way 
to get into Christ, if you want to 
use that phrase, is to ‘believe into 
Christ.” That would be a literal 
translation using the word wto 
just as it is used in Galatians 3:27 
and Romans 6:3, that is, using the 
Greek word eis. 

Reviewing your questions, then, 
the way to obey the Gospel is to 
believe on Jesus Christ, depending 
upon Him for salvation. That is 
the way to be saved. Baptism is 
not essential to salvation. It is 
not specially scriptural language 
to speak of one being out of 
Christ or in Christ, but it is 
scriptural to speak of Christ 
being in you. We should receive 
Christ into our hearts and into 
our bodies by faith, trusting in 
Him. If one is to get into Christ 
at all, then the way is to believa 
into Him; that is, believe on Him 
or believe in Him, trusting Him 
for the salvation which He plainly 
promised. And many, many Scrip- 
tures unite in saying that the only 
way to be saved is by faith in 
Him, and not by any good works 
we may do.

Here again we have the pre- 
cious truth manifested, that salva- 
tion is altogether of grace through 
faith; that is, through believing 
the testimony that God has given. 
“Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the Word of God.” 
Therefore even the faith by which 
we are saved is in no sense of our- 
selves; it is God’s gift, for it is 
not until He gives a_ testimony 
that we can believe: but when 
that testimony ¢ home to us 
in the power of the Holy Spirit 
and we put our trust in it, we are 
saved. This leaves no place what- 
ever for works as a _ procuring 
cause of salvation. 

Were it otherwise, there would 
be ground for boasting. If I could 
obtain a place in Heaven because 
of my devotion to Christ down 
here, I would have good reason 
to congratulate myself for all 
Eternity upon that very devotion 
which had led to so blessed a re- 
sult. But no saint in Heaven will 
ever give himself credit for any-

in I Corinthians 9:24. He has been 
speaking of service—of his own 
call to preach the gospel—of the 
importance of faithfully fulfilling 
his ministry; and then he uses the 
striking illustration of these clos- 
ing verses: 


“Know ye not that they which 
run mM @ race, run all, but one 
receiveth the prize? So run, that 
ye may obtain.’ 


It is not salvation of which he 
speaks. We do not obtain the gift 


of God—eternal life—by diligence, 
or by “running.” 


“It is not of him that willeth, 
nor of him that runneth, but of 
God that showeth mercy.’—Rom. 
9:16, 


But as Christians, we are run- 
ning a race—we are contending in 
the arena—and for the victors 
there are fairer crowns than ever 
were bestowed on the winners in 
the Olympic games or on the 
battlefields of earth.

_All believers who die will be 
raised in the first resurrection to 
incorruptibility (as I Cor. 15 as- 
sures us), but the incorruptible 
crown is the prize for faithfully 
running the Christian race.

With such a reward in view, 
what an incentive I have for holy 
living—for self-denying devotion 
to Christ! Into this Paul himself 
fully entered. He says: 


“T therefore so run, not as un- 
ceriamly; so fight I, not as one 
that beateth the air; but I keep 
under my .body and bring it into 
subjection; lest that by amy 
means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a casta- 
way.” 


This last word is the negative 
form of the word that means “ap- 
proved.” It means therefore ‘‘dis- 
approved,” or “rejected.” 

The apostle covets above all 
else the Lord’s approval. He would 
receive the victor’s incorruptible 
wreath at the hands of Him who 
once wore the crown of thorns. 
With this in view he will not per- 
mit the body to be master. He 
will hold its tendencies in check 
that he may not by any possibility 
bring dishonor on his Lord’s name 
through any carnal indulgence, 
and so miss His approbation at 
last. 

How many a one has preached 
to others who has been set aside 
as a servant and—in-some in- 
stances—proves utterly unworthy 
even to bear the name of Chris- 
tian because he has not held his 
body under but has given way to 
fleshly lusts and passions which 
war against the soul. 

To preach well is but to in- 
crease one’s condemnation if one 
does not live well. Like the clean 
beasts of old, mouth and foot 
must agree, speech and walk 
must ‘both be according to godli- 
ness, if one would win the crown. 

The race may seem long, and 
the way rough and difficult, but 
the reward is sure for him who 
keeps his eye on Christ and fol- 
lows on in the footprints He has 
left on the wilderness road. To

“The Crown of 
Righteousness” 


Second Timothy 4 is a marvel- 
ous chapter to have been penned 
by a worn old man in a Roman 
death-cell, just waiting for the 
summons to the last act of a 
martyrdom that had already last- 
ed half of an ordinary lifetime. It 
was probably written from an un- 
derground dungeon in the Mamer- 
tine Prison. After a few years 
liberty following his first impris- 
onment, Paul had been re-arrested 


and sentenced to death for the, 
fearful crime of preaching

er King, one Jesus!”” His had been 
a life of almost incredible hard- 
ships for the Gospel’s sake and 
now his sun seemed to be setting 
in a night of darkness and unre- 
lieved gloom. 


But the aged apostle did not so 


consider it. Whatever the then- 
present sufferings, he saw _ the 


glory beyond. And his valedictory 
letter to his companion in many 
journeys and conflicts ends with 
a note of triumph such as this 
world has seldom heard. 

“T am now ready to be offered,” 
he exclaims—thinking of himself 
as a victim about to be placed on 
the altar of sacrifice—‘‘and the 
time of my departure is at hand.” 
The word for “departure” is ‘ex- 
odus,”’ the same word used by 
Peter in his second epistle (1:15), 
where it is translated “decease.” 
For these men of God death was 
not a lapsing into unconsciousness, 
but a “going-out” of the body in 
order to be “present with the 
Lord.” 


- Looking back over his long 


‘record, Paul can say without af- 


fectation: 


“I have fought the good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith.” 


It was not merely that he had 
fought well. Undoubtedly he had. 
But he would leave the Lord to 
say that. What he says is that the 
fight in which he had been en- 
gaged was the good cause—in op- 
position to the evil. The definite 
article brings this out more clear- 
ly than the indefinite as in the 
Authorized Version. 


And now what of the future? 
Ah, he sees all bright ahead! 


“Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the righteous 
Judge, shall give me at that day; 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that .love his appear- 
ing!” 


May we not say that this last 
expression gives us the secret of 
Paul’s devotion to the cause of 
righteousness? He loved—loved 
passionately—the glorious appear- 
ing of the Lord Jesus Christ; 
therefore he could count all else 
but dross that he might win 
Christ’s approval in that day of 
manifestation. 

All believers are “made _ the 
righteousness of God in Christ.” 
To every one who has trusted 
Him He is Jehovah’ Tsidkenu, 
“The Lord our Righteousness.’ 


But the crown of righteousness 
is the reward—as_ distinguished 
from ‘‘the gift of righteousness’’— 
which will adorn the brow of ev- 
ery one who has manifested by a 
life of practical righteousness and 
devotion to the Saviour’s interes*; 
in this world, that he truly loved 
the appearing of our Lord Jesus.
